Mitchell, Gompers and

Washington, Sept. 30.—A statement 


ha« been issued 
from the 
White 


House giving the position of President 
Roosevelt in the Miller case. 


A conference 
took place at the 


White 
House 
between 
President 


Roosevelt and five members of the 
executive council of the 
American 


Federation of Labor, including Presi- 
dent Gompers and Mr. Mitchell, head 
of the miners' union, during which 
the case of Foreman W. A. Miller of 
the government printing office, who 
was dismissed because he had been 
expelled from the local bookbinders' 
union and afterward reinstated by di- 
rection of the president, was the prin- 
cipal topic of discussion. The con- 
ference was granted, at the request of 
the labor leaders. 
The Miller case 


•was very fully presented by the mem- 
bers of the executive council, at the 
close of which the president made a 
.^.tement in which he announced that 
Jus decision nof to dismiss Miller was 
final and that the question of his per- 
sonal fitness must be settled in the 
regular routine of administration. 


The statement follows:
